Planting Gerry Bushes 
Currants and gooselerries ay 
easily be grown from cuttings wii 
very little trouble and expense 
the method is very simple. The cut- 
tings should be taken when the wood 
is perfectly dormant and should be 
made from the new growth only. 
This is easily distinguished from the 
old wood because it is lighter in col- 
or. This new wood should be cut in 
lengths of about ten inches and pack- 
@d away in moist, not ‘wet, sand or 
sawdust in a coo] place until the soil 
can be’ workéd in the spring, They 
can then be set out in the édge of 


the garden. or in some other placa} 


where the soil is deep and rich and 
od i stage will be carefully cultivat- 
‘ In planting the cuttings, see that 
the soil is deep and mellow and then 
thrust. a long-bladed 
vertically into the soil and ‘bend it 
over sideWise so as to leave a V-shap- 
ed opening, along the row.

Union to be Held in September to! 
Adopt the New Rate, According to 
Present Plans. 


The London Standard declares the 
triennial conference ,of ‘the postal 
union in September next will estab- 
lish’ an in tio.al rate of three 
cents for -lett@r postage. Some of the 
nations advocate the adoption .of 
world penny postage, but the, major 
iy favor the three cents comprom- 


Thanks to the earnest advocacy of 
Sir John Henniker Heaton, penny 
postal exists throughout the British 
empire, and ‘there igs penny postage 
between Great Britain and the’ United 
States, but the letter rate between 


cents. 

King George is asserted. to be a 
convinced adherent of world penny 
postage, and is said to have’ been 
grievously disappointed that he was 
not able, when he recently visited 
France. to announce that penny post- 
age had been adopted and ‘a new link 
formed in the entente cordiale. 

Sir John Henniker Heaton insist- 
ently urged the British postmaster- 
general to adopt the Anglo-French 
penny postage early enough to enable

Australia is known to favor penny 
postage, but the majority of coun- 
tries have decided upon the three 
cent rate commencing in 1915. Sir 
John Henniker Heaton, who ig the 
accredited representative of. the Aus- 
tralian commonwealth to the: postal 
union conference, declines to attend 
in view of the impossibility of coun- 
teracting the opposition of official re- 
presentatives of other governments. 

He recalls that prior to the adop- 
tion of the Anglo-American penny 
postage, he furnished guarantees by 
Andrew Carnegie and John Wana- 
maker against loss, but these were 
returned by the British government. 
He adds that he has now furnished 
guarantees against loss by world pen- 
hy postage from “gentlemen whose 
financial stability is recognized in 
every country in Europe.”

Experiment a Success 

The grouting experiments which 
have been in progress at the old Lon- 
don post office site, with a view to 
determining the possibilities of 
strengthening the foundations of St.

But nobody could bathe, and 
even the slightest disturbance in the 
water, such as that made by scrub- 
bing the hands vigorously with soap, 
immediately attracted the attention 
of the savage little creatures, who 
darted to the place, evidently hoping 
to find some animal in difficulties. 

Once, while some Indians were at- 
tempting to launch a boat, and were 
making a great commotion in the 
water. a piranha attacked a naked 
Indian who belonged to the party 
and mulitated him as he struggled 
and splashed, waist-deep in «the 
stream.

The picture of the year at the Roy- 
al Academy, England, ig said to be 
tuat entitled “A Very Gallant Gentle- 
man.” ; 

This ‘is the Captain Oates memorial 
picture painted by J. C. Dollman for 
the Cavalry Club, of which the gal- 
lant oificer—who perished with Cap- 
tain Scott in the Frozen South—was 
u-member. The painting is six feet 
ligh and illustrate, the supreme mo- 
Oate’s tragic act of 
heroism.

| have tried to make the tracks in 
the snow eloquent of his story. 
Through the door of the tent a warm 
glow of color is visible, suggesting 
warmth inside. This contrast deep- 
ens the poigency of the situation 
and relieves the grey color of the 
wilderness of snow. 

“I made very carefuls preparations 
before I painted the picture. I man- 
aged to secure practically every 
haown. photograph of Captain Oates,

who returned were very helpful, al- 
lowing me the use of their photo- 
grapis taken in the Antarctic. I al- 
s0 had one of the men from the Terra 
Nova, of very similar build to Cap- 
tain Oates, to sit for his figure, 
dressed in one of the weather-proof 
costumes worn on the _ expedition.
